Disease Communicated to Healthy An- 
imals Only by Permitting Germs 
to Be Carried to Them. 


O r^ ,n Experi­ 
ment Station.) 
Hog raisers need to be on the alert 
to 
prevent 
the 
introduction 
and 
spread of the dread disease into their 
parts of the state. 
Since the disease 
is due to a germ of microscopic size 
it naturally follows that it can be 
communicated to well hogs only by 
permitting the germs to be carried 
to them. 
A knowledge of the differ­ 
ent methods of carrying the germ 
from infected hogs to well hogs is es­ 
sential 
to 
prevention. 
Some 
of 
these methods of spread are as ‘fol­ 
lows: 
*• '* 
1. By direct contact with hogs suf­ 
fering from cholera. 
2. By carriers, that is, hogs that 
have recovered from cholera, but still 
pass germs with their droppings. 
3. By humans that have come into 
contact with infected hog3 or prem­ 
ises. 
4. By dogs, coyotes, buzzards and 
other carrion-cating animals that have 
fed on the carcasses of infected hogs 
a. By stock cars, stock yards, etc.. 
in which have been placed infected 
hogs. 
ii. By infected water. 
7. By slops, swill and garbage that 
have been infected with bacon rinds 
or bam bones from hogs that had 
been afflicted with cholera at slaugh­ 
ter. 
Germs will ordinarily die out in four 
months in lot conditions, but are *0 
resistant that they survive the visual 
curing and packing process as carried 
on iii tho big packing houses. 
After 
they have once found lodgment 
in 
the hog there is no remedy known bm 
hog cholera serum. 
Growers should 
therefore take every precaution to see 
that germs do not enter their herd? 
by any of the foregoing means.

Potassium iodide, $2.75 per pound

Bismuth subnitrate, $1.25 per pound 
in 1914. now $3.73. 
Bromide of potassium, 15 cents per 
pound in 1914, now $3.25. 
Oxalic acid, 12 cents per pound in 
1914, now 55 cents. 
Carbolic acid, l l cents per pound iii 
1914, now $2.03. 
Acetanilide. 23 cents per pound in 
1914, now* $1.35. 
Aserin tablets, $3.50 per thousand 
in 1914, now* $12.

It tends to keep all 
th** organs in their system in working 
order.

It should never be fed 
when it lias reached the point where 
it has a bad smell or is molded, and 
keeping the milk cans and feeding 
pans clean will mean a great deal 
along this line.

new paper never arrived in Shanghai. 
He is supposed to have been threat­ 
ened and the general opinion is that 
he w ent to Japan in search of mote 
peaceful employment than work on a 
paper interested in a movement 
so 
thoroughly distasteful to Shanghai re­ 
formers. 
Peking has also had a recent sen­

in 
newspaper 
c irc le s. 
The 
Tien Min Pao. a paper 
which 
has 
been opposing the Society 
for 
the 
Preservation of Peace and the mon­ 
archial movement, 
suddenly 
ceased 
publication and its editor 
issued 
a 
circular saying the police interfered 
with his paper because of his oppo­ 
sition to a plan known to be support* | 
cd by the government. 
In discussion of this action on the 
part of the police 
authorities 
the 
Peking 
Daily 
Gazette 
says:

bomb outrage reported from Shang­ 
hai.” 
Statem ents and counter statem ents 
on the part 
of 
persons

with the government and the Society 
for the Preservation of Peace are so 
numerous it is difficult to determine 
the exact status of

monarchial 
movement. 
Without 
actually 
de­ 
nouncing the m ovem ent 
many 
high 
officials are endeavoring to give the 
impression that they do not favor it, 
imitating the example set by Prest 
dent Yuan Shi-kai. 
The president’s oldest 
son, 
Yuan 
Ko-ting, issued an 
authorized 
inter 
view in which he says: 
“I have not yet regained my origi­ 
nal strength and have no 
time 
for 
worldly affairs. 
I have already sent 
my men to Hui Hsien, to prepare for 
me a few rooms there. 
I ain going to j 
spend my tim e in the hills. 
People 
really do not know me.” 
This interview was clearly in re­ 
ply to the general charge made by op­ 
ponents of the monarchial movement 
that the p resid e* was influenced by 
his ambitious oldest son to restore 
the monarchy. 
Yuan Ko-ting, who is 
now* about 36 years old, suffered se ­ 
vere injury several years ago by be­ 
ing thrown from a horse. 
H is spine 
was wrenched and for a tim e be was 
a pronounced invalid, but his friends 
say he is not crippled in the least, but 
is still somewhat weak from his long 
confinement.

tation of the monarchy for the most ' 
part and are urging the public to sup- j

It is now generally 
believed that the 
monarchial 
move­ 
m ent will not be revived before Jan­ 
uary I at the earliest, or until such 
a time as the president and his ad­ 
visers can remove the international 
obstacles which threaten the change 
in the form of government. 
The lull in the agitation for the cre­ 
ation of an emperor is not regarded 
by the press nor by the public as an 
indication 
that

been permanently abandoned.
